off.

Washington, July 15.—The num­ 
ber ol discharged men under hospi­ 
tal care at government expense is 
increasing at the rate of nine hun­ 
dred monthly. Or. C. H. Lavinder, 
senior surgeon of the public health 
service said. 
The total now 
is 
eighteen thousand, an increase oi 
10.600 in the last twelve months. 
The number now' in 
hospitals 
does not represent thb number need 
ing such attention, Dr. Lavinder de­ 
clared. 
He said the public health 
service hail cared for one hundred 
thousand different service men in 
twelve months for. a total of four 
million hospital days or an average 
of forty days for each patient. 
Many of the one hundred thous­ 
and, Lavinder said, insisted 
they 
did not want treatm ent and would 
not remain as long as they should 
for their own welfare. 
Approximately onc-third of 
the 
sick service men 
are 
suffering 
I rom tuberculosis, 
another 
third 
from menial and nervous disorders 
and another third are general dis­ 
ease and surgical cases. 
The great majority of the men­ 
ial and nervous disorder patients 
are classed as neuro-psychiatric, or 
in popular parlance, “shellshock” 
cases. 
Shellshock victims did not 
necessarily have to be overseas, ac 
cording to Lavinder, although near­ 
ly all cases were the result of the 
terrific strain on the firing front. 
This strain resulted in such an an­ 
xiety for relief that the victims 
became temporary nervous wreck®. 
There are hundreds of other cases 
of the nervous disorder class, Lav- 
inder added, wThere men failed to 
readjust themselves to the change 
from army life to civil Tile. 
A primary cause of tuberculosis 
eases has been the poison gas used 
in the fighting, it was stated. 
“The problem ol caring tor the 
sick soldiers is not temporary,” La­ 
vinder said. “Men discharged from 
tuberculosis hospitals 
will 
suffer 
breakdowns again. 
Twenty and 
thrity years from now men will suf- 
ier from disabilities brought on by 
the war.” 
Approximately half of the pati­ 
ents under the care of the public 
health service are fn government 
hispitals. 
The other half are in 
private hospitals at government ex­ 
pense. 
The average cost 
is 
be­ 
tween $3.50 and $4 a patient for 
each day. 
The hospital expenses

OF GOLD PAST YEAR 


Washington, 
July 
1 5. The 
world’s gold production in 1919 was 
between 315 million and 350 mil­ 
lion dollar*, compared with 381 
million dollars in 1918, according 
to rfreiiminarv figures of the Unit­ 
ed Sates geological survey. 
The 
production has steadily decreased 
since 1915, when the maximum of 
4GS million dollars was reached 
The 1919 product was the smallest 
since 1904. 
Production in the United States 
last year was 58*4 million dollars; 
in Canada, 14% million: in Africa, 
190% million; in Australia. 29% 
miUion. 
The 
geologist 
survey 
further 
states that production in the Unit­ 
ed States in 1920 will probably be 
less than 50 million. 
The produc­ 
tion in Alaska. Colorado, Califor­ 
nia, Oregon and Montana will be 
much f less than in 1919, because 
water is very short for placer min­ 
ing and many stamp 
mills 
are 
closed. Canada as a whole may in­ 
crease its output, although the pro­ 
duction of the Yukon districts w^l 
be smaller than last year. 
The output of Russia cannot be 
estimated. 
That of Australia will 
show a decrease.

The Empress was popularly accus­ 
ed of bringing on that disastrous 
war with Prussia. Historians have 
since declared that there is little to 
support such 
charges, 
but

ribtous mobs of Paris, shouting 
Tor the new 
republic 
which 
the 
deputies proclaimed, stormed the 
palace of the Tinleries and howl 
ed 
imprecations 
upon 
Eugenie’s 
head until the empress became con­ 
vinced that her ,life was in peril. 
Flight was decided upon, but one 
plan after another* failed until an 
exist was found by way of the Lou­ 
vre. 
The empress in disguise, ac­ 
companied only by one of her la­ 
dies in waiting, w as whirled away 
in a cab to the residence of the 
American 
dentist, 
Dr. Thomas J. 
Evans. Lost to all Paris the ladies 
spent the night in the protection 
of this chivalrous 
American 
and 
the next day they were driven off 
in liis carriage for flight across 
France to the channel and the se­ 
cret boarding of a yacht for Eng­ 
land. 
But exile was not enough. 
Mis­ 
fortune came in threes. 
The fall 
of the empire was lollowred by the 
death of the exiled emperor Napol­ 
eon III, in England throe years lat 
er, and the killing of his only son. 
ihe Prince Imperial, while in bai­

“Sometimes—” 
wrote 
the 
empress in a letter which has re­ 
cently come to light bearing date 
of 
1873,—“sometimes, 
on 
seeing

suffering I have made the compar­ 
ison that people sometimes pluck 
out the heart and hurt it without 
knowing the evil that they do with 
an eternal smile on their lips.” This 
was written the Ray before her hus­ 
band died. 
The empress, in the twTo score 
years that followed found intimate 
friends in England and interest in 
travel, including visits to her form­

black she passed almost unnoticed 
where once she was the leader of 
one of the most brilliant courts of 
the nineteenth century.
